MARROWS. 


There are many appetising methods for 
serving vegetable marrows beyond boil- 
img, which is the way we generally serve 
it in this country. Although the fruit 
of the vegetable is very watery, yet it 
contains nutritive matter, such as starch 
and sugar, and, of course, it is invalo- 
able for its vitamines. The following 
recipes will be found useful. 

STUFFED MARROW. 

Ingredients, — One marrow, quarter 
pound meat (cooked), small. piece of 
crumb and bread, one and three-quarter 
pints stock, pepper and salt, one egg, 
two teaspoon uls flour, browning. 

Method.—Cut off the ends of the 
marrow, scoop out the seeds, peel it 
thinly, mince the meat. Cover the bread 
with one gill of boiling stock. Wien 
soaked, beat it up with a fork and add 
it to the meat. Season well, and mir all 
together, with the egg well beaten. Stuff 
the marrow with this, tie in a cloth, and 
put into a saucepan with the rest of the 
stock (boiling). Simmer gently until 
tender, take out the marrow, put it into 
a hot vegetable or entree dish, thickening 
the stock with flour. Boil for five 
minutes, add a little browning. Strain a 
little over the marrow, and serve. 

BAKED MARROW. 

Ingredients.—Half medium-sized mar- 
row, three ounces crumba, one and a fal / 
ounces butter, two tablespoonfuls cream, 
salt and pepper. 

Method.—Parboil the pieces of merrow 
in bowing, salted water. Drain well and 
cuí into neat pieces. Grease a pie-dish 
with butter, put the marrow into it in 
layers, seasoning’ each layer with salt 
and pepper. Put one ounce of the butter 
over it in small pieces, pour the cream 
over it, cover all with the crumbs, and 
put the remainder of the butter in amail 

eces over the crumbs, Bake for about 
2 to 30 minutes until the top ie nicely 
browned and the marrow quite tender 
when tested with a skewer.

After a 
surfeit of these always-rescued heroines of 
light fiction, it is interesting to read the 
biography of a real Englishwoman Me) 
-early in the mineteenth century, definitely | 
forsook the country of her early life to 
settle in Syria, there to assume the posi- 
tion and authority of a princess and 
eventually to adopt the ways and customs 
of her new country. 

In The Circe of the Deserts,’’ Mr. 
Paule Henry-Bordeaux tells the romantic 
story of the wanderings of Lady Hester 
Stanhope, favourite niece of the elder 
Pitt. Although the book claims to be a 
biography, it is rather a clever word- 
picture of Lady Hester and of the first 
three years of her travels abroad. Having 
moved in the very centre of fashionable 
London society, and, as secretary and con- 
fidante of Pitt, having wielded. almost un- 
limited power without the burden of re- 
sponsibility, Lady Hester found herself, 
on his death, relegated, in comparative 
poverty, to a position which was utterly 
intolerable to her proud and restless 
nature. Thus she left England for the 
Near East in search of that fame and 
power which she could no longer obtain 
at home, and this feeling accounts for the 
hostile attitude which in later years she 
showed to England. 

Thanks to the influence of her friends 
and to the awe of the natives at sight of 
this huge white weman—she stood six feet 
— moving fearlessly amongst them, her 
early travels were an unbroken series of 
personal triumphs. Having visited Con- 
stantinople and Egypt, she went to Syria, 
where she was well received by the local 
Pasha, and later, escorted by the Bedouin, 
she paid a romantic and almost regal visit 
to the ruins of Palmyra, to whose famous 
queen, Zenobia, she is inevitably com- 
pared. The episode of her abortive 
treasure-hunt among the ruins of Baalbak 
illuminates the utter selfishness of her 
character. No treasure was found, but 
two well-preserved and beautiful statues 
‘were unearthed which, in her rage at being 
imposed upon in regard to the gold, she 
caused to be smashed to pieces and thrown 
into the sea. 

The history concludes with the de- 
parture of Dr. Meryon, who had accom- 
panied her in his professional capacity 
since she had left England, and whose 
diary is largely used for the biography. 
When the curtain falls this remarkable 
woman is staying with English friends in 
a convent which she has rented, overlook- 
ing the sea near the small coast town of 
Mar Elias. The period of dramatic 
action and success is over, and already she 
has adopted native dress and customs; 
but the long years of her retirement in 
the old castle of Djoum, and of her em- 
bittered and superstitious old age have not 
vet begun. It is a pity that this interest- 
ing work was not carried to its rather sad, 
but logical, conclusion.

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ELIZABETHAN DIALOGUES. 

It seems almost incredible that any 
hooks which give us a vivid and attractive 
picture of the ordinary daily life of 
Shakespeare's fellow-citizens could have 
remained inaccessible, and even practically 
unknown, till the present day.” So says 
Mr. M. St. Clare Byrne in his introduc- 
tion to one of the most interesting Eliza- 


i countered. The Huguenot refugees, who 


bethan reprints which we have en- 


taught French in Shakespeare’s London, 
put together four little books of dialogues 
to serve as “conversation manuals,“ or 
lists.of common phrases for translation 
into French. Extracts from these books 
make up “The Elizabethan Home, 
which is printed, like all the Hazlewood 
Books, in the original spelling and with 
old woodcuts. In these dialogues we find 
“an amusing yet veracious picture of the 
normal,“ and enjoy a glimpse of the 
common life which lay behind the gay 
doings depicted by the dramatists. “ We 
escape from the gulls and the gallants: 
we are allowed to cross the threshold and 
to penetrate into the privacy of the 
Elizabethan home. 

Intimate details of everyday life are 
laid before us. We hear the children 
being scolded for failing to be at school by 
half-past seven in the morning, and the 
mistress of the house complains that the 
household is keeping late hours when half- 
past ten comes and all are not a-bed. We 
are at table, and are acquainted with all 
the dishes and the manner of their 
serving; on the badly-cooked cabbage we 
hear the comment: They say commonly 
in England that God sendeth us meat and 
the Devil cooks!” We follow a great 
lady through her day’s employments. 
With her we visit the tutor’s study, 
examine the pupils, chide one for laziness, 
another for envy, and chastise a servant 
for lying. We hear her discuss her toilet 
with her maids:— 

Give me that napkin: now set on my 
Carkenet of precious stones: call my Paylor 
to bring my gowne, not the close one, but 
my open wowne of white Sattin lad on with 
buttons of Pearle.

A fascinating life of Ozanam has been 
translated from the French of Monsignor 
Baunard. Though not, perhaps, quite so 
satisfactory as Grace Ramsay's '' Frederic 
Ozanam ''—a book which it closely follows 
in details—it has th advantage of being 
well illustrated and beautifully produced. 
Monsignor Baunard adds a chapter de- 
scribing the rapid growth of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, but in the 
biography proper he wisély allows Ozanam, 
through copious quotations, to speak for 
himself. In these pages the preacher of 
the lay apostolate’’ stands vividly 
before the reader—a personality of chatm 
and power.

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FIFTY YEARS OF SPORT. 

Tew polo-players are better known than 
Lieutenant-Colonel E. Miller, who 
has written his life-story under the title 
Fifty Years of Sport. Born in 1865, 
he was reared in Hertfordshire and 
educated at Harrow and Cambridge. He 
joined the 17th Lancers at Lucknow in 
1887, and saw distinguished service in the 
Boer War and the Great War. Through- 
out his military career he gave his leisure 
hours to sport. He had not been with his 
regiment two years before he played in 
the winning team in the Inter-Regimental 
and Calcutta Polo Tournamen He 
organised the Rugby Polo Club in 1888, 
was polo manager of Ranelagh from 1895 
to 1902. and later was manager at 
Hurlingham. Ostend and Cannes. 

Beside polo, other sports are joyously 
described in Colonel Miller’s pages—his 
shooting expedition in Kashmir and 
Nepal, his pig-sticking at Cawnpore and 
Behar, shooting and fishing in Ireland 
during the Spencer Viceroyalty, and big 
game hunting in East Africa. 

Colonel Miller tells many merry anec- 
dotes of the sporting field and the mess- 
room, but his book also has its serious 
side. His son Gordon, born in 1900, was 
old enough to become a soldier in 1918 
and to die a héro’s death in Russia in 
1919.

A GROUNDWORK OF ECONOMICS. 

This book defines and explains in a 
uniformly clear and precise way the 
fundamental concepts and terminology of 
economic science. Mr. Johnston has no 
new creed to proclaim; indeed, he might 
say with Passy, Je ne songe pas a 
annoncer au monde un nouvel évangile.” 
His diagrams are unusually clear and 
most of his illustrations, drawn from 
contemporary conditions in Ireland, will 
have a particular interest for our readers. 
Impartiality of statement and judgment 
are vital in this subject; and Mr. 
Johnston departs seldom, if ever, from his 
own high standard. All the book is good ; 
and some sections—notably that on the 
rate of interest—are models of clarity. He 
cannot, of course, always reach finality. 
Economists are still busy in defining in 
metaphysical disquisitions the everyday 
terms of economic science. Two genera- 
tions have passed since J. S. Mill wrote 
confidently that there is nothing left in 
the laws of value for any future writer 
to clear up”; yet value,“ like 
“capital,” is still boing analysed and 
discussed. One may commend specially 
Mr, Johnsten's algebraic treatment of 
currency and relative values, and, while 
his chapter on domestic and international 
trade does not break new ground, it lays 
down an easy path for the fresh student 
to travel. Altogether this is a book which 
we can recommend cordially to all who 
wish their country well. The beginner 
will find much to stimulate his imagina- 
tion, and the more advanced student will 
be well rewarded.

with the seal, but this did not meet with the 
approval of the Oarriage Department.

DECLINE IN TILLAGE. 


— — 
LONGFORD FARMERS AND 
TAXATION. 


At a meeting of the Ballymahon branch of 
the Farmers’ Union the following resolution 
was unanimously passed :—‘‘ That the atten- 
tion of this meeting having been directed to 
correspondence published in to-day’s Press 
between. Mr. Walsh, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, and Mr. Heffernan, T.D., we 
nutice, amongst other sweepmg statements, 
the following two expressions of opinion in 
one of Mr. Walsh's letters ;—'‘I believe that 
the partial collapse of our railways is due to 
the decline of production from the land; 
(2) that the decline in cultivation is solely to 
blame for unemployment and emigration.’ 

“Now, we believe that the decline of agri- 
cultural produce is largely due to the high 
rate and conditions of transit; that the high 
rate of transit is, to a great extent, the result 
of the cost of living; that the high cost of 
living is largely due to heavy and, in some 
cases, otherwise injudicious taxation, and that 
most of the trouble is due directly or in- 
directly as the result directly or indirectly 
of a far too costly Government in a small 
country having almost no resources but agri- 
culture. We believe that Mr. Walsh has con- 
fused cause and effect, and that he has a 
better chance to make good in his own depart- 
ment than as an adviser to the Minister for 
Agriculture or the practical farmers of this 
country.”’

Bolshevism and the gift of second sight 
appear to go hand in hand. Trotsky, in 
particular, has always taken himself 
seriously 4s a prophet, and, to judge by his 
recent, performances, a long list of failures 
has done’ nothing to diminish his faith in 
his. own forecasts. In a manifesto in- 
tended for tha American public—who, we 
suspect, from their rejection of the disciple, 
Mr. Saklatvala, are not in the mood to 
be easily impressed by the high-priest— 
the Soviet leader announces the imminent 
destruction of the British economic system. 
Its collapse, according to Trotsky, is being 
hastened by the financial pressure which 
the United States is now applying; but, 
while the capitalism of the New World 
is destined to crush out of existence the 
capitalism of the Old, the process in the 
long run will prove fatal to itself. Then, 
of course, the road will be made clear for 
the conquering march of Communism, and 
the Jightest word of Moscow is destined to 
sway the listening earth. If capitalism is 
in 80 perilous à plight, it is obvious that 
Marxiem already must have caused the 
Russian wilderness: to blossom like the rose. 
It may do this in Bolshevist perorations, 
but the test of hard facts tells another and 
very different tale, as is shown by the 
surveys of Russian economic conditions 
which have just been issued by the Inter- 
national Labour Oe. This organisation 
has no bias either for or against Sovietism ; 
its duty is to investigate and analyse ‘the 
‘play. of economic sources, and its facts 
‘and figures are drawn from Russian 
official publications and trade journals. 

Hot-gospellers of the Reds are busy 
nowadays in every country, including our 
own, preaching the creed that our present 
discontents will yield only to Soviet 
remedies. Once the Red Flag is 
‘hoisted, a hundred orators assure us, un- 
disappears. Up to the 
present, instead of disappearing in Russia, 
it is inersasing at.a rate unknown in other 
lands. Then Trud, the organ of the 
Central Council of Trade Unions, admits 
that unemployment: for a long time to 
come must be the main preoccupation of 
the trade unions and of the State. Under

Slums of the Mind. 


There are slums of the mind as well as 
slums of bricks and mortar, said Principal 
Grant Robertson in his presidential 
address to the Library Association at 
Birmingham, on Tuesday. If, he said, a 
large portion of the population is con- 
demned to dwell in these wastes, the nation 
will suffer in physical and industrial 
efficiency just as much as if those men 
and women were confined to squalid 
dwellings. The library, rightly used, is an 
instrument for the ‘creatiom of good 
citizens. “Around the modern community 
stands the industrial system, but this, said 
Principal Robertson, may be humanised 
by the library and filled with a new 
sweetness and ‘light. Every library must be 
equipped with a lecture room, and the 
public must be assisted by guides addi- 
tional to the ordinary staff, whose duty 
it should be to direct readers in their 
studies. A relentless polity ‘pursued for 
five years throughout. the libraries of 
Britain wotld produce an astonishing 
transformation. Prineipal Robertson 
weighted his appeal for the libraries with 
a gloomy account of public taste as 
exhibited’ by the bookstalls. “Perhaps, the 
enthusiast slightly overstates his case; 
for cynics would do well to consider the 


Britain keeps in stock a supply of classic 
English ‘books. The: traveller who alights 
at some little station in Devonshire, in the 
Lake Country, or the bucolic depths of 
East Anglia, can purchase, before he sets 
out for the village inn, a cheap reprint of 
Elia, a Dickens novel or a Golden 
Treasury.“ The widespread and unceas- 
ing demand for the English classics is a 
happy token. In no other European 
country, despite the intellectual pride of 
the Latin peoples and the patient zeal for 
culture of the Germans, is the national 
literature so readily accessible. The 
significance of this fact is not to be 
obscured. by the masses of light read- 
ing which are consumed evidently by the 
same public that manifests a steady 
appetite for strong meat. Public libraries, 
however, would serve no useful purpose if 
they failed to encourage the more serious 
kind of reading. When they are used 
merely to supply free entertainment, the 
rates struck for their upkeep would be 
better devoted to the provision of play- 
grounds and sports fields. Neither as 
instruments of civic culture nor as 
sources of recreation, however, do they 
play a considerable part in Irish life. 
The Irish Free State could learn a 
salutary lesson from Crecho-Slovakia, 
where the provision of public libraries by 
local authorities recently has been made 
compulsory. In every district the library 
must bear a fixed relation to the linguistic 
and other peculiar: needs oí the locality, 
and a certain number of books must be 
provided “or every thousand souls in the 
area. If Czecho-Slovakia had a living 
writer of the world-wide distinction of 
Mr. Bernard Shaw, not one of the public 
libraries of that progressive young State 
would be taitin the circulation of his 
works, 


Transition in Japan. 


We have referred already to the Over- 
seas Supplement of the Asaht; one of our 
Japanese contemporaries, but its advertise- 
ment pages throw an especially interesting 
light upon the mind of the new Japan. 
They have compelled us to relinquish the 
illusions which we had still cherished of a 
land of almond blossoms, samusens and 
kimonos. There may be samusens, but 
what the Japanese public wants is appa- 
rently organs, grand «pianos. and baby 
| grands. When a tailor vaunts his confec- 
tions he does not speak of kimonos, but of 
our smart coat, classy and stunning. 
The haberdasher deals in gloves, socks and 
sweaters. The connoisseur has turned from 
tsubas, kashiras and netsukes to radio sets 
and cameras. The Japanese maiden, how- 
ever, has not vet learned to bob. and 
shingle—at least, such is the ex silentio 
argument—but there is a; number of 
notices of hair oils, pomades and hair 
restorers. Saks also rem ins as in old 
J apan, though to-day. it is brewed by great 
companies. Above all, the financial, com- 
mercial and engineering advertisements are 
striking, There is, 3 one es 
ing page which suggests that our Japanese 
fairyland is not faded and dis- 
solved.

Clean Milk. 


London, Sir Squire Sprigge, editor of the 
Lancet, has urged the public in 2 
and the médical profession in particular, to 

take an intelligent interest in the quality 
‘of the milk supply. The present control 
ol milk eupplies he describes as farcical, 
and he says that the doctors do not pull 
their ful! weight in the matter, since they 


withheld active support from the producers 


and distributors of really clean milk. Here 
in the Saorstat the problem of a clean milk 
supply has a very special interest 
for us. The appallingly high rate of 


infantile. mortality in Dublin and our |: 


provincial cities is not wholly due to bad 
housing and overcrowding. Unclean milk, 
as much as lack of sunshine and fresh air, 
does its part in the destruction of young 
life. Quite recently Dr. Grimes drew 
public attention to the unhealthy condi- 


tion of milk produced in the neighbourhood 


of Cork City, and the samples which he 
exhibited at the Cork Agricultural Show 
would have done much to stir the 
national conscience if they could have 
been displayed throughout the twenty- 
six counties, There is another aspect 
of the problem which requires the 
most sérious attention: Milk adulteration 
is becoming a more and more common 
practice. Heavy fines appear to effect no 
diminution of the scandal, and magistrates 
are, as á rule, far too merciful to per- 
sistent offenders. Imprisonment, with hard 
labour, is the only proper sentence for 
those who play fast and loose, for profit’s 
sake, with the food of the nation’s babies. 
There is much talk about measures to 
increase the milk yield of our dairy cattle. 
Let us ensure in the first place that the 
whole of the present yield shall be fit for 
human food. :

they were under no duty or obligation, and by 
which they are hampered. In a word, the 
Government have subordinated the private 
interests of the proprietors of railway stock to 
their conception of the common weal of the 
State, and to that extent appropriated their 
2 property. Now, it is an express and 

ndamental article of the Free State Con- 
stitution that no private property shall be 
taken for public, purposes withcut .compensa- 
tion; and if, in the interésts of the pubhe, 
the rights oí railway stock proprietors have 
been curtailed or appropriated, or obligations 
and duties placed upon them which depreciate 
their property, then, not alone on the broad 
groun 2 and just dealing, but under 
the letter of the written Constitution itself, 
the railway stock proprietors are entitled to 
be indemnified. 

It 1s not out of place to point ont that the 
financial standing and credit of the Free State 
is at risk equally with the railways. The in- 
vesting public, if the returns from railway 
funds ‘fail them, will have the less to invest 
in other loans; this is a mere matter of 
arithmetical calculation, More serious is the 
result that the break-down of this all but 
national undertaking, following, as it does, on 
the intervention in its affairs of the Govern.

TILLAGE IN IRELAND. 

TU THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

— do not happen to be a tillage farmer, 
though my connections with that industry 
are sufficiently close to compel me to take 
more than a passing interest in the subject. 
In this controversy it has been asserted again 
and again that. if there is to be any liying 
for the people in their own country, it must 
come from the land for the reason that it is 
is the one source of production, and that, 
therefore, any dectease in production from 
the soil must necessarily in some measure 
affect the fortunes.of every.man, woman and 
child in the nation. 

Assuming, then, that this is a fair analysis, 
it appears a bit unfortunate that Mr. 
Heffernan and those associated with him, who 
represent between them only a small section 
even of the farming community, should assert 
that they alone have a right to shape the for- 
tunes of the people. I also understand that 
4 election to An Dail a member is expected 

to apply himself to every interest concerned 
with his constituency : but the Farmers’ Union 
men evidently believe that Mr. Walsh, who 
represents a constituency, apparently hard hit 
h the adverse turn in economic events, should 
keep his mind to himself. This surely is not 
the duty of a man who wants to help those 
who. elected him, nor would he be elected on 
such conditions at all. Apparently, too, this 
conception of Parliamentary duty is not ac- 
cepted by the Farmers’ Union Party itself, 
seeing that they have quite a lot to say on 
matters that mainly concern the fortunes of 
the urban population, nor is it any solution to 
drag in the Post Office, which has nothing 
whatever to say to it. The Post Office, in 
my view, is more efficient than it was when 
taken over, and that it gives general satisfac- 
tion appears to be the feeling of the man in 
the street. This, too, would seem to Mr. 
effernan’s standpoint, seeing that he is un- 
able to show anything to the contrary. 

If we.can then clear our minds of the fact 
that the Post Office interlude is merely a red 
herring, we get back to the question of pro- 
duction from the land.

It is probable that 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the Home 
Secretary, will be considerably relieved by 
this decision; for repeated applications 
had been made that his department should 
go beyond its powers and ‘prevent the 
Communist from going to America. This 
could not be done, and, even if the power 
had rested with the Home Office, it is 
doubtful whether it would have been 
exercised. The Government attack on the 
Communists is, for the time being, sus- 
pended, and it is unlikely that anything 
will be done until it is seen how the Labour 
Perty will deal with its extremists at the 
Liverpool Labour Conference. 

It is probable that the member for 
Battersea feels dee ly... aggrieved at the 
action taken by the United States Govern. 
ment; but he will, perhaps, think himself 
fortunate if he reads the story of one Mr. 
Turner, an English trade umion secretary 
an a philosophical “anarchist, who 
went to the United States te lecture on 
social and iabour problems in 1903. Mr. 
Turner gave an add dress which was not at 
all incendiary, was arrested, rushed to 
Ellis Island and asked whether. he was an 
anarchist. On admitting the fact, he was 
sent to prison and ordered to be deported. 
He spent sixteen weeks in a steel-barred 
cage, nine feet by sixteen, in an unc ter- 
ground cellar, while his friends tested the 
lecality of the proceedings against him 
Some months elapsed before the Supreme 
Court decided that the law under which 
he was arrested was strictly constitutional, 
so that Mr. Turner had no redress for his 
treatment. 


The Coal Disputc. 


Interesting conferences in connection 
with the coal trade dispute took place at 
the Mines Department to-day. It is under- 
stood that the representatives of the 
colliery-owners, the minets and the Mines 
Department are seeking a way out of the 
difficulties due to a difference in the 
interpretations placed upon the under- 
taking given vy the Prime Minister when 
th- truce was negotiated in July. The 
miners’ leaders assert that the owners, bv 
reducing the basic rates, are imperilling 
the truce: Should the conferences held 
to-day not prove satisfactory, the Coal 
Commission, which is to meet again to- 
morrow, may appeal to the Prime Minister 
to give an explicit statement regarding his 
undertaking when the negotiations were in 
progress. 


Socialists and Rates. 


The indifference of the municipal voter 
at the election last year in places where 
th extremist element was strong is now 
being punished by heavy taxation. In 
many places where the Socialists obtained 
a majority tere is an enormous increases 
in the rates. Ratepayers, big or little. 
are alarmed at what is happening, and 
resent the apathy of the public in a situa 
ti n which threatens to bécome disastrous 
in many cases. There will be an oppor 
tunity to right matters in November, how- 
ever; for elections will take place for many 
seats in borough councils, and, if every- 
body takes the trouble to vote, complaints 
about increased rates will not be so 
general. 


A Show of Roses. 


A great gathering of people at the onen- 

ing of the National Rose Society's Show 
at the Botanical Gardens this morning 
showed that this blossom still holds 
pride of place in the gardeners’ fancy. 
Ireland excelled in the new roses, and 
the Irish grower had a day of triumph. 
Messrs. S. M-Gredy, of Portadown, showed 
a brilliant scarlet rose, named “ Margaret 
O'Grady,” which secured for them a gold 
medal— the highest award. The bloom was 
a very strikin one, of great size and finely 
shaped petals. It comes of the Queen 
Alexandra stock—a rose that made a 
sensation in 1918. The same firm was 
awarded the Clay Challenge Cup, a ch am- 
pionship gold trophy, with “ Arthur Cook, 
a large, deep crimson bloom, with a rich 
perfume, and Gwyneth Jones, acarmine 
and orans:>, beth new roses. which re- 
ceived gold medals at the summer show. 
Messrs. McGredy also won the champion- 
ship with a cisplay which was the great 
feature of the Show. It consisted of a 
group of two hundred varieties, nearly al! 
raised in their own nurseries, and most 
becutifully arranged in contrasting colours. 
The crowd was so taken with this exhibit 
th-t it had to be continually requested to 
move on, 80 that others might see. Dr. 
Campbell Hall, of Monaghan, was. given 
a zold medal for a most utiful seedling 
in Julia Countess Darth —a blossom 
of. deep pink, with golden base to the 
perfect petals. This: was another of the 
highest awards for Ireland. 


The British Industries Fair. 


Irish Free State traders will have an 
excellent opportunity of placing their 
goods before the world at the “British 
Irdustries Fair, which will take place in 
London and Birmingham from February 
15th to February 26th next. It is stated 
‘that space accommodation is cheap and 
plertiful, while the Britis’: Government 1s 
putting down 87 %000 for advertisine 
Some forty thousand square feet of spa 
haye been already sold; so that the success 
of the Fair seems to be assured.

Moter Accidents. 


A feature of recent motoring accidents 
is the number which occur at the same 
places. There are some cross-roads in the 
outer London district where serious mis 
haps are of freauent occurrence, and 4 
West Londcn coroner states that outside 
his own house the roadway is a death-trap 
on account ef the obscured vision of an 
intersecting road. Usually the convergence 
of main roads is responsible for the 
dangerous spots, but in other cases tho 
accidents “re due to the slippery state of 
the = ‘ace. The new road from London 
to Southend is gaining an odious reputa- 
tion in this Fesnect. Tt is generally re 
ferred to as “the suicide read.” and in 
wet wecther cars pee difficult to control. 
Many lives have heen lost on this route, 
althourh it was only opened a few months 
ago. It the intention, of the Ministry 
of Transport to classify the danger spots 
and noin: out the recwlar features which 
contribute to the accidents. 
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ps took place yesterday through- 

out the Free State for the Senate 
elections. Reports to hand last night go 
to show that the bulk of the electorate 
failed to record their votes and that there 
was s great lack of public interest. This 
was particularly the case in the City of 
Dublin, where it was estimated that only 
about 20 per cent. of the voters went to 
the polls. The total electorate was, 
rougnly, 117,000; and at the close of the 
polling approximately only 13,000 out of 
66,090 in the North City area, and 11,000 
out of 53,000 in the South City area, had 
voted.. In some country towns it is stated 
that 40 per cent. voted, but these towns 
were exceptional. In many rural areas 
net 10 per cent. went to the poll. 

The weather conditions may have affected 
the polling; for it rained virtually. all 
day all.over the twenty-six counties, from 
Donegal to Cork, but the apathy of the 
ele torate was the main explanation. 

Everywhere there was a conspicuous 
absence of the old-time electioneering 
h .stle ard fever. There were surprisingly 
few vehicles in use in Dublin or the country 
districts, and voters were allowed to drift 
along to the polling places as they wished. 
A well-known Dublin manufacturer had a 
fleet of motor cars, but his case was almost 
the exception. 

This absence of interest was painfully 
apperent inside the polling stations in 
Dublin, and a visit to many of ‘them 
during the day found the presiding officers 
lounging in their seats or chatting round 
the fire. All old the same story: Polling 
is dreadfully slow.“ 


VOTING IN DUBLIN.

SMALL POLL AND 
INCIDENTS. 


There were some extraordinary cases of 
sheer indifference. For instance, in the 
schools at Deverill place not a single vote 
was recorded until after 11 o'clock in the 
day. At Whitefriar street National Schools, 
in the Merchant's quay Ward, one booth 
showed four votes at 12.15, and the total at 
four. tables was 39 votes. At one o'clock 
165 votes had been recorded at the schools, 
Pearse street, where there were nine booths, 
with ‘an electorate of about 4,500. 

In the ‘afternoon there was a slight im- 
provement, but at no time was there ®ny- 
thing in the nature of a rush. It was 
remarked that the voters in the poorer dis- 
tricts and working-class areas were not 
coming to the poll. Ín the North Strand area, 
for instance, only 701 out of 3,303 voted at 
St. Columba's road, some of the tables not 
registering more than 32 votes out of 450. At 
the polling station in Sherrard street only 450 
polled in a total of 2,500. : 

At Blackpitts Schools, on the South side, 
one table had one vote recorded in the first 
four hours. At the schools, Lower Exchange 
street, of 86 votes cast 36 were recorded in 
the last twenty minutes. 


IN CLONTARF. 


It was noticeable that the hetter-class 
residential districts showed a higher voting 
strength. In Clontarf area the percentage 
was almost 25 per cent., the figures at six 
o'clock being approximately at :— . 

Howth Road 160 out of 700 
Town Hall 140 out of 500 
Vernon Avenne ..... 380 out of 1,500 
Philipsburgh Avenue 500 out of 1,500 

The absence of the voters from the poorer 
districts has, in the opinion of an expert in 
city electioneering, been due to the fact that 
these people had not been circularised. 

In previous elections candidates always 
sent cut cards with the number on the 
register to all voters. This was not done in 
the city on the present occasion, and the 
poorer. voters had not bothered to find out 
if they: were on the register. 

Another reason advanced for the slack 
workers’ vote was the early closing of ‘the 
poll, the opinion being expressed that the 
seven o'clock closing hour made it impossible 
for the worker to get to the poll after his 
dinner. Complete indifference, however, is 
probably the true reason. - 


MARKING THE PAPERS. 


The actual marking of the balloí paper 
evidently did not present. the difficulties 
feared. The hallot paper, apart from its size, 
was otherwise very clear and easy to manage. 
In this respect the innovation of placing the 
addresses of the candidates under their names 
was very helpful. 

Frm observation and judging from the 
amount of ‘time spent in marking the papers, 
th: tendenty appeared to be to mark all 
preferences for six or seven candidates. Very 
few voters went to the length oí marking 
out the. 76 preferences. In one particular 
district quite a number of voters from a very 
poor area. plumped for one candidate, and 
left it at that. 


THE MISSING “S&S.” 


The election was absolutely without inci- 
dent, and so far as could ascertained, 
there was no attempt at personation. Ihere 
were some cases where large ratepayers with 
al] the necessary qualifications came to the 
polling stafions to vote, only to find that 
they were. not entitled to exercise the 
franchise; -

CAVALRY AND TANKS USED. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT.  . 
PARIS, Thursday. 

The following details have been received, 
here from Fez of the capture by French 
troops yesterday of the Bibane heights. 

In the morning troops from ‘the Taffrant 
sectors carried out a rapid encircling move- 
ment. and speedily surrounded the Bibane 
massif, the stronghold of the Beni Ourighel, 
disaffected tribesmen. & 

The operation was preceded by an intensive 
artillery and aeroplane bombardment. One 
column set out from Apedourt in a southerly 
direction in the morning, and set foot on the 
crest of the Dar Remiche, where it broke 
down the serious resistance put up by the 
enemy. while two infantry. battalions, assisted 
by tanks, attacked from the east and west, 
and a mehalla, supported by Spahis, ap- 
proached the heights from the south. 

At 9 o'clock the infantry from the north 
and the cavalry from the south met on the 
summit of the Bibane massif: The enemy 
fled in all. directions, and the pursuit begun 
by the French troops is still going on. 

Meanwhile, on the centre front, the Beni 
Brahim tribe sent a deputation to the Shereef 
of Erkaoul to state that if the French ad- 
vanced on their territory they would submit. 
The inhabitants of this district spont»neously 
seized an important ammunition dépét at 
Desghassa.

I learn there is a strong probability 
of the Mogul ary, dispute being re- 
ferred to “the I[bt@ruftional Court for 
settlement, thus indicating a way out for 
the League of Nations, which is not 
anxious to take a decided stand one way 
or another on this thorny problem. 

The new situation which has arisen 
from the probable refusal of the Turks to 
honour their promise of last year to abide 
by the decision of the League is one 
reason for the reference to the court. 

The Turks allege that they are not 
bound by the promise, because the condi- 
tions have changed since it was made, and 
it is desired to get the opinion of the 
International Court on this point. The 
Turks also allege that it is the duty of the 
League only to draw a frontier, not to 
make conditions. so . 

This allegation is aimed at the proposal 
to give the. disputed territory to Great 
Britain on condition that she accepts the 
extended 25-year mandate for Iraq, There 
is also the strange ' olf the Com- 
mittee of the League that, while the terri- 
tory is legally the property of Turkey, 
it should be"given to Iraq on the condition 
of the extended British mandate. 

The British authorities are not worried 
by the recent disturbances in the dispu 
area. The violation of the frontier by a 
small patrol of Turks is declared to be 
trivial, and may possibly be accidental. 

The expulsion of Christians from the 
villages is within the rights of the Turks, 
as the villages are in the Turkish area; 
but the actions are symptomatic of what 
might. happen to other Christians if. 
Turkey secures the area she ig demand- 
ing.

Much space is being devoted in the news- 
papers here to a report issued by the Federal 
Codneil of the Churches of Christ in America 
on the working oí prohibition in the United 
States, which is remarkable for its judicial, 


1 dispassionate tone, and the caution displayed 


as regards the conclusions to be drawn from 
U. facts with which it deals. In fact, the 
report contains a warning that it is too early 
yet to form final judgments.

“ No one can say with positiveness what 
the ultimate outcome of this test will be. 
No cocksure optimism is warranted, nor is 
a or defeatism justified by the facts.

In general, the number of deaths from 
diseases that grow out of liquor lriaking 
showed a drop in 1920 early in the prohibi- 
tion régime, but an ‘increase in the years 
thereafter.

decrease. 

BENEFIT TO INDUSTRY. 
Probably no careful observer will say 
that the abolition of the saloon has not

the social consequences of prohibition 
laws the report, while pointing out that a 
lack of complete data makes definite conclu- 
sions impossible, says :—'' The tendency of 
— people of the present day to depart 
rom conventional rules of behaviour cannot 
be laid entirely at the door of prohibition, 
but the fact that prohibition has made no 
decisive effect in heightening theit moral tone 
gives food for earnest thought. 
Crime statistics indicate a rapid increase 
in violations of the law, chiefly the misde 
meanour class, but it is gratuitous to blame 
prohibition, and all that can be asserted s 
that prohibition has thus far not prevented 
an increase in such offences. s of 
school administration officials give little sup- 
port to the theory that prohibition is in itself 
a cause of moral breakdown."’ 
The report continues :— It may, perhaps, 
just as truly be said that it does not appear 
to be a asset. Certainly the non-obser- 
vance the law by parents has a rather 
tragic effect on boys and oo. In the col- 
leges, undoubtedly, some alarming conditions 
have developed. Even in a conservative 
denominational college a student has been 
known to earn his way through school by 
boot-legging. The evidence, however, seems 
to indicate a favourable trend at the present 


time.” 
LIQUOR SMUGGLING. 

Failure to apply adequate remedies to curb 
diversion of industrial alcoholism and the 
manufacture of high-powered beer is charged 
against the Federal Government. ‘There is 
no visible reason, the report declares, ' why 
the illicit removal of alcoholic beer from 
breweries cannot be effectually controlled. 
The beer problem would seem to be wholly 
soluble, although it has been one of the 
scandals of the prohibition régime. The 
diversion of industrial alcohol presents a! 
present the hardest task of enforcement. Vet 
there is na excuse fer the abuses that hae 
developed, and there is no reason why the 
Government cannot, with reasonable dili- 
gence, control the situation. 

The report declares ' that smuggling of 
liquor continues to present many diffeult 
aspects, although the total amount thus being 
brought into the United States at present is 
not great. enough to make it more than a 
phase of the enforcement problem. 

The report also contains a compilation of 
costs of prohibition enforcement, placing the 
total for the present fiscal year, which ends 
next July, at 19,319,817 dollars. This figure 
includes coastguard expenditures occasioned 
by the operations against rum-running. 
report states that the situation in 
York City is, perhaps, the worst in 
country from the point of view of 
administration of the law.“ —(Reuter.)
